he day after Thanksgiving — commonly 

referred to as “Black Friday” — is known 
as the biggest shopping day of the year, when 
big-box stores mark down prices for those 
people looking to get a jump start on their 
holiday shopping lists.

Hills resident and nature photographer Ran- 
dy Ennis submitted to us a photograph of a 
bird that he asked our readers to identify. 

Ennis, who typically identifies the species 
of animals he sends to Agawam Advertiser 
News, said he was having trouble with the 
bird, even using his Audubon guide. 

In response to our request that readers 
send in their guesses, Agawam resident 
Tracy Nawskon and Feeding Hills resi- 
dent Marie Mackin contacted us. Nawskon 
thought the bird looked like a Pike Siskin, 
while Mackin thought it might be a Pine 
Warbler. Both birds are members of the 
finch family and display heavy banding 
on their wings like the one we featured. 
But Ennis was skeptical because of 
the dark beak and the notched tail. 
This week, Agawam resident Frank Adamski 
emailed us to suggest the bird is an Ameri- 
can goldfinch in winter plumage. 

“I believe we have a winner,” Ennis said 
when notified. “Some bird watcher I am. I 
was unaware that the American goldfinch’s 
plumage changed so much in winter.”

Interestingly, Ennis said while looking 
into Adamski’s guess, he found that Pine 
Siskins tend to flock together with gold- 
finches so the two are often seen together. 
“The other guesses were very close in col- 
oration and plumage, but with just enough 
differences to show that they were differ- 
ent [birds], and the Pine Siskin guess could 
definitely come from the fact that the two 
are seen together,” said Ennis. “Kudos to the 
reader. That was fun.”

Meeting set for Nov. 26

AGAWAM - Six Flags New England will 
bring an application for a special permit to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) for the 
second time in 2012, seeking another height 
variance as they construct the new Bonzai 
Pipeline to add to their water park. 

Vanasse Hangen Brustlin, Inc. submit- 
ted an application in September to Building 
Inspector Dominic Urbaniti for site plan ap- 
proval and a special permit for the height. 

The site plan was approved in October by 
the Agawam Planning Board, whose acting 
chairman, Mark Paleologopoulos, submitted 
a letter to the ZBA stating the board had ap- 
proved the proposal at its Oct. 18 meeting. 

Because there are no environmental con- 
cerns, Agawam Conservation Commission 
approval is not required. The application 
states that the proposed ride and work area 
to construct it are away from areas regulated 
by the Massachusetts Wetland Protection 
Act and the Massachusetts River Act. 

The ZBA meeting, scheduled for Nov. 26 
at 6:45 p.m., is the final step required for Six 
Flags to move forward with its new attrac- 
tion. 

According to the application, Six Flags 
is proposing to rework an existing graveled 
area of the park and allow for construction 
of the new ride. 

The “pipeline” is a series of long and 
winding water slide tubes that would start at 
a height of about 65 feet. The total height 
of the attraction is 78 feet tall. Town code 
allows structures to be up to 45 feet or ap- 


proval is required from the ZBA. The addi- 
tional height from the standing platform for 
patrons is to provide a canopy for shading 
the platform. 

The new ride will have six water slides 
and is a response to the park adding more 
“thrills,” as when it created the Goliath ride, 
Six Flags Communications Manager Melis- 
sa Pinkerton said. 

“The Goliath ride has been very popular 
and has given an added thrill to the park,’ 
Pinkerton said. “We wanted to offer that 
same ‘thrill’ in the water park.” 

She also said the ride would be an expan- 
sion of the water park and that no rides will 
be removed or taken away. 

“Hurricane Harbor is the largest water park 
in New England,” said Pinkerton. “This is a 
great way to make this attraction even bigger 
and attract more people to the park.” 

Patrons will also enjoy more seating, she 
said. 

“We are going to add more lounge chairs 
and seating so people visiting the park will 
also have the opportunity to soak up the 
sun,’ said Pinkerton. 

There is currently no official date for the 
ride to break ground. Pinkerton said it will 
depend on how long it will take for the final 
approvals to come through. The park is aim- 
ing to have to ride ready and open for Me- 
morial Day weekend in conjunction with the 
full opening of Hurricane Harbor. 

According to documents currently avail- 
able at the ZBA office, the police department 
has approved of the project, citing no safety 
risk. At presstime, the fire department had 
not submitted a recommendation.

Winter’s coming 
— hazard ahead 


t’s one month away. Winter officially ar- 

rives on Dec. 21, and as the season pro- 
gresses, it will bring with it snow — that 
fluffy or heavy, slushy or icy white turned 
black stuff that is the delight of skiers or 
snowman makers but a headache and a 
hazard to drivers just trying to get from 
point A to point B. 

What can we expect this winter? The 
National Weather Service (NWS) “Winter 
Outlook” predictor is leaving us in sus- 
pense about snowfall amounts this year, 
putting New England in the “equal chance 
category, meaning these areas have an 
equal chance for above-, near-, or below- 
normal temperatures and/or precipita- 
tion.” 

While that’s a completely mixed bag 
forecast, the NWS pinpoints one statis- 
tic that is enough to make your blood run 
winter cold — a whopping 70 percent of 
winter deaths related to ice and snow oc- 
cur in automobiles. 

Whatever Old Man Winter throws at us 
this year, the best thing you can do is to 
brush up on your winter driving skills and 
know that there are steps you can take to 
make for a safer passage for yourself and 
other drivers. 

Before you even think about getting out 
on the road, first and foremost, clear your 
car of ice and snow! We’ve all suffered 
from drivers who missed this step. Snow 
from the roof and trunk blows up onto our 
windshields, blinding us in the process. 
There may not be a single flake falling 
from the sky, but you feel like you are 
in the middle of a blizzard when you’re 
stuck behind a car covered in snow. 

And for heaven’s sake, practice pa- 
tience. While it’s just plain rude in any 
kind of weather, drivers who ignore stop 
signs, cut ahead or cut you off or tail- 
gate are particularly menacing in winter 
weather. Don’t be one of those drivers. 
Take it slow and always maintain that safe 
distance between you and the vehicle in 
front of you. 
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The American Red Cross offers addi- 
tional tips for safe winter driving: 


e Keep tuned to the radio for the latest 
road conditions 

e Drive with your headlights on 

e Keep all your windows clear of snow 
for visibility 

e Remember that bridges and overpass- 
es usually freeze before other roads. Use 
caution. 

e Make sure you are buckled up 


And don’t forget to keep a winter emer- 
gency kit in your vehicle. In addition to 


the basics, a fully charged cell phone, a 
flashlight, extra batteries and bottled wa- 
ter, the American Red Cross recommends 
that the following also be included in a 
winter emergency kit: 


e Blankets or sleeping bags and some 
extra warm clothing 

e Booster cables 

e Fire extinguisher (5 lb., A-B-C type) 

e First aid kit and manual 

。 Non-perishable high-energy foods, 
such as granola bars 

。 Compass and road maps 

e Shovel (there are lightweight, collaps- 


ible models available) 

e Tire repair kit and pump 

e Flares and a tow rope 

e Sack of sand or cat litter (for tire trac- 
tion)

50 students per class as an average and add- 
ed 10 percent for those who dropped out and 
came up with 1,320 students. For ‘49 to ‘63, 
I used 140 per year and got 2,310 after add- 
ing 10 percent. Continuing, I got 6,336 for

lessly — and there are no cracks or breaks in 
the egg. 

Pod after pod falls from the roof. Some 
student teams are disappointed that their 
designs didn’t protect the egg. Others are 
elated — jumping with joy and high-fiving 
— when their egg “survives.” However, it’s 
not the final outcome that matters as much 
as the learning process itself. 

“I felt hopeless as I watched our pod fall,” 
said Nil. Now back in the classroom, he and 
Mara calculate various measurements and 
analyze such factors as velocity, accelera- 
tion, momentum, and force. 

“We had too high a velocity — our bal- 
loons didn’t slow the descent enough and the 
pod fell too fast. The plastic bag parachutes 
worked better than ours did,’ he added. 

Mara, said she was “‘discouraged” because 
they didn’t succeed in the final drop. “I’m 
happy we made it to the roof drop. Our pro- 
totype designs worked well when we tested 
them in the stairwell and from the ceiling. 
We thought our egg would survive the roof 
drop.” 

Applying science, math skills 

Mara and Nil were among the first group 
of AJHS students to tackle the challenges 
of a new 7th grade STEM course taught by 
Zolobkowski in his first year teaching at 
AJHS. 

He will work with about 100 students in 
four different classes during each grading 
quarter to teach them how to utilize the engi- 
neering design process. They will apply sci- 
ence and math skills by designing and build- 
ing several class projects. 

With the egg- drop project, students ex- 
plored the design process and the physics of 
falling objects. “The objective is to design 
and build a pod/craft that will protect a large 
chicken egg from a fall of various heights 
onto a hard and unforgiving surface,’ said 
Zolobkowsk1. 

Students had a budget of $100 in STEM 
money to shop at a “store” set up in Zolob- 
kowsk1’s classroom. They could “purchase” 
various, but useful, “building” materials 
— such as cups, pipe cleaners, coat hangers, 
plastic knives and forks, packing peanuts, 
cardboard tubes, and pieces of sheet metal. 

Working in teams, students brainstormed 
as they designed and built their own original 
egg pods. No kits or pre-made designs could 
be used. Students were required to make de- 
tailed design drawings and include a list of 
materials so teams could estimate the “cost” 
of their pods before purchasing materials to 
start building prototypes. 

Testing, redesigning 
After teams built their prototypes, they

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broken eggs after the tests went back to the 
drawing board to redesign their pods. If the 
egg survived the first drop, a team qualified 
for a drop from a higher distance. 

“Initially, students determined the mass, 
volume, and density of their pods by using a 
balance scale and metric rulers,’ said Zolob- 
kowski. “On the day of the drops, they cal- 
culated the velocity, the momentum, and the 
force of their pods as they fell and crashed 
onto the ground.” 

Zolobkowski said his STEM course pro- 
vides students with hands-on engineering 
design process activities. His goal is to teach 
students how to explain the relationship and 
effect of mass, velocity, momentum, and 
force based on how their pods performed. 
The course is also designed to close an 
important learning gap among students in 
STEM subjects (see sidebar story). 


Fun projects teach important skills 

“We start off with a fun challenge to de- 
sign and build a sail for a paper boat on run- 
ners that will be powered by a fan. We then 
do a project where students design and build 
an 18-inch structure out of common items 
that can support the load of a tennis ball and 
the force of a blowing fan.” 

The egg drop was the final project of the 
grading quarter that ended the first full week 
of November. The new quarter began the fol- 
lowing week, and a new group of students 
entered Zolobkowski’s classroom. By the 
end of June, all 350 of AJHS 7th graders will 
have taken the course. 

Zolobkowski didn’t invent the “egg drop” 
project — it’s been used for years by science 
teachers — but he applied his own variations 
when he started teaching the project about 
five years ago. He also incorporated the en- 
gineering design process — the foundation of 
STEM. 

“The engineering process is similar to the 
scientific method as a way to solve prob- 
lems, to think about the world, and to find 
solutions. STEM promotes problem solv- 
ing and teamwork — essential skills for any 
student in school and in life. STEM also 
helps students who are struggling with sci- 
ence and math see the connection to real-life 
problems. This in turn helps many students 
master skills they may have trouble learn- 
ing,’ Zolobkowski said. 

He said students learn that most problems 
can be solved using critical thinking, problem 
solving, and the application of math. “They 
can apply these skills to just about anything 
that they may encounter later in life.” 


Students excited about class 

The STEM course offers students a chance 
to not only work with their hands, but also to 
design and build something that they come 
up with in their imagination. “This allows 
me to sneak in the vegetables — math and sci- 
ence — by making the learning fun. It’s also 
very empowering as a teacher to see students 
excited about coming to class.” 

Kaitlyn Connery said she enjoyed work- 
ing on the projects and learning some new 
skills at the same time. “It was fun. It also 
helped me to learn how to use the metric sys- 
tem as well as to have a better understand- 
ing of the engineering process. Now I look 
at things differently — like seeing a bridge 
and wondering how much weight it was de- 
signed to hold.” 

Karlamichelle Alvarado said she liked 
learning about the design process. “We de- 
signed, built and tested our pods. Then we 
redesigned them again after the tests. I en- 
joyed doing this. I like to see how things 
work and how something succeeds or fails 
because of its design.” 

Joey Allivato hopes to be a motorcycle en- 
gineer one day. He likes math and science. “I 
didn’t think I would like building things, but 
we did a lot of projects that used math and 
science. We learned some important skills 
that other classes don’t provide.” 

Zolobkowski said the positive reaction to

AGAWAM — Jerome “Jerry” Zolob- 
kowski’s STEM (science, technology, 
engineering, and math) course at AJHS 
is more than just a fun course where stu- 
dents work on projects. It also serves as 
a support structure for many of the core 
subjects students take, like math, science, 
and technology. 

The course is aligned with state stan- 
dards for technology/engineering in 
grades six through eight that are used 
by the AJHS teaching team in the tech- 
nology/engineering/STEM department. 
Zolobkowski’s role as a STEM teacher is 
to cover the engineering design process, 
materials, and transportation. 

While this is his first year teaching in 
Agawam, Zolobkowski has 11 years of 
experience teaching science to students 


of various ages. Most recently, he taught 
physical science in the Spencer-East 
Brookfield school system. 

“My background is science, but there’s 
a fair amount of math used in science. 
STEM covers engineering and technol- 
ogy, as well as science and math, so I’m 
pushing in science and math concepts 
continually.” 

Increasing students’ 
real-world skills 

AJHS Principal Norman Robbins said 
the STEM position Zolobkowski holds 
was created when a family consumer sci- 
ence teacher retired last spring. That re- 
tirement created an opportunity for AJHS 
to create a class that fills a growing need — 
increase student understanding of science, 
technology, engineering, and mathematics 
as it relates to real-world application. 

“We saw a repeated pattern of students

This holiday season, she said, a fresh Christmas tree lot 
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scoring flat on that section of the MCAS and realized that 
the science and mathematics teachers’ curriculum is so de- 
manding that they were struggling just to teach everything 
required to prepare students for the next grade level. Basi- 
cally, there was too much curricula and not enough time.” 

Robbins said because several AJHS teachers retired last 
spring — both in science and other classes — he kept in mind 
not only the need to hire science and math teachers, but also 
the need to find a teacher for the STEM class. 

“When Jerry interviewed for the STEM position, he im- 
mediately grasped what we are trying to accomplish with the 
program — both short-term and long-term — and he came with 
some outstanding activities that have become a solid founda- 
tion and starting point for the program.” 

He added that AJHS was “very lucky” to have Zolobkows- 
ki join the teaching staff. “His interest, enthusiasm, and zest 
for learning with students are outstanding. He definitely has 
all the skills and insights necessary to take this program and 
advance it over time.” 

Robbins said Zolobkowski’s STEM course has had to start 
small and be creative in relation to budget, supplies, and 
classroom size. Some of the established STEM programs 
that the school had considered were too expensive to imple- 
ment. He praised Zolobkowski for being “extremely inven- 
tive” in getting students to find every day household items 
that can be reused at a minimal cost. 


Aligned with state standards 

Zolobkowski said at the beginning of the school year he 
met with 7th grade science and math teachers to find out 
what the students would be learning throughout the year so 
he could align his projects with some of the same concepts 
his colleagues teach. 

“This allows me to expose students to the same concepts, 
but in a different light and context. It also helps me to clear 
up any confusion or fear many of kids might have about the 
course.” 

Zolobkowski and Robbins said STEM ties student learn- 
ing to the 21st century world where students will be expected 
to work cooperatively to solve complex problems once they 
enter the workforce. STEM also prepares students to be in- 
novative and resourceful when approaching a problem while 
helping them realize that thinking critically in a group setting 
spurs the best answer in the most efficient means possible. 

“Today, businesses compete and complete projects from 
all around the world simultaneously,” said Robbins. ““Tech- 
nology now allows us to visualize, design, share, and group- 
think without having to be in the same room, same building, 
same country or even the same continent. It’s this application 
of knowledge that powers programs such as STEM and al- 
lows students to develop the critical skills needed to solve 
problems that don’t even exist today.” 

Closing the learning gap 

Zolobkowski, who has a master’s in science education 
from Hofstra University and a bachelor of science in geol- 
ogy from Hobart College, said he’s thrilled to be teaching

will be open for shoppers to browse. 

“Everybody here adds another dimension, another layer, to 
what we have to offer as a destination,” Gourde explained.

‘See Animal Control Officer’ and we want to be able to get 
the help we need if something happens.” 

Barn inspections give state animal control officers, located 
in every city and town across the Commonwealth, a clear 
idea of the types of animals are in an area, and their numbers, 
so that officials can get help from the state’s Department of 
Agricultural Resources when necessary. 

“T m not there to enforce any of our local ordinances when 
I’m there as the state animal inspector. I’m not trying to 
invade anyone’s property, privacy or get information to tax 
you. I think that’s where people get concerned and why they 
don’t want to make that contact,’ said Strong. “Someone isn’t 
going to get in trouble because they don’t have five acres for 
the pony in their backyard. I would rather know that pony is 
there and be able to get someone help if they need it than not 
know and have something happen to that poor pony.” 

That something could be a man-made, biohazard, or natu- 
ral disaster. After the June 2011 tornado, animal control of- 
ficers were able to contact Massachusetts Agricultural Re- 
sources and get help to assist farm owners with animals that 
were frightened, injured or dead. 

When Strong is at a property as state animal inspector, 
she’s not there to say, for instance, that chickens aren’t sup- 
posed to be there. She’s there to see if those chickens are 
healthy and to share how to get them tested by the state each 
year. 

“We are allowed on a property if the owner is not present 
but ld much rather have the owner there and able to say 
where they keep their feed and dispose of the manure rather 
than me trying to find it,” said Strong. 

Inspections help make sure that barns are clean, safe and 
that animals are well. It’s also a way to share means to meet 
compliances for state laws as well as raise awareness about 
rabies and viruses such as West Nile, Eastern Equine En- 
cephalitis and Swine Flu. 

“Everyone looks at Officer Strong’s job as the dog catcher 
job but it’s not. There’s a lot of livestock that goes with it and 
it’s a very good avenue to give and receive knowledge,” said 
Lenny Blews, owner of Aspen Hill Farm in Feeding Hills. 
“If you do your job, you do it right and take care of your 
farm. My biggest thing when she comes around is to ask 
what other people are doing. Is there something they’re do- 
ing that I can learn from? How can I make mine better? 
People get worried about barn inspections but I look at it as 
a way to help me.”

Across the state, barn inspectors are very careful when 
they go out to do the inspections because of the likelihood 
of spreading disease if something was present. They wear 
disposable booties that are disposed of on-premise and take 
disinfection measures after each visit. They will also never 
touch or handle animals in any way. 

“We need to observe them from what we call ‘reasonable 
distance.’ We don’t want to be too close in case there is a 
problem but we need to be able to be close enough to spot a 
problem if there is one,” said Strong, noting two rabies cases 
in Agawam last year. 

Once state inspection booklets are issued each fall, barn 
inspections start and must be reported back by Jan. 1. It’s a 
short period of time, especially for towns that have lots of 
farms. Strong wishes it could be done in warmer weather but 
she’ll take frozen mud over puddles any day.

LEGO League (FLL) Agawam Qualifying 
Tournament / JrFLL Expo Saturday, Dec. 8 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. at the Agawam Junior 
High School. 

Weeks of hard work will culminate at 
high-energy, sports-like tournaments where 
teams of children, coaches and mentors will 
demonstrate their problem-solving skills, 
creative thinking, teamwork, competitive 
play, sportsmanship, and sense of commu- 
nity.

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Falcons complete weekend sweep of Admirals 


NORFOLK, Va. - With standout goal- 
tender Curtis McElhinney receiving a rare 
night off, Paul Dainton tookadvantage of 
his second start of the season on Saturday 
evening at the Norfolk Scope, making 33 
saves for his first win of 2012-2013 and 
helping the Springfield Falcons (10-2-0- 
2) complete a two-game weekend sweep 
of the Norfolk Admirals (7-7-0-0) with a 
5-2 victory. 

Springfield stayed alone in first place 
in the Eastern Conference at 22 points by 
beating Norfolk for the second-straight 
night and third time inas many tries this 
season. 

Dalton Smith lit the lamp for the first 
time since the season opener on Oct. 13, 
skating through the left circle toward the 
net and backhanding a puck by the glove 
of Admirals goaltender Igor Bobkov to es- 
tablish a 1-0 Springfield advantage at 4:51 
of the initial stanza. 

The lead lasted under a minute, as Chris 
Wagner slid in a rebound past Dainton off 
a Mat Clark shot to tie the contest at 5:38, 
1-1. 

Springfield jumped back in front on the 
last of its three first-period power-play 
chances. John Moore picked the puck up 
in the right circle, skated toward the net, 
and snapped it past Bobkov at 19:39 for 
the 2-1 edge. 

The Falcons built on their lead in the 
second period, as Tim Erixon collected a 
feed from Jonathan Audy-Marchessault at 
the blue line, skated to the slot, and drove 
the puck past Bobkov’s stick for a 3-1 
cushion at 5:29. 

The Admirals closed to within one at 
8:49 of the middle frame when Peter Hol- 


land finished off a 2-on-1 rush by lifting 
a puck over Dainton’s glove from the left 
circle, narrowing the margin to 3-2. 

The early stages of the third period 
proved to be a back-and-forth affair, but 
the Falcons gained some valuable breath- 
ing room off the stick of Nick Holden. The 
defenseman took a puck to the left circle 
and slapped it past Bobkov’s stick and 
under the crossbar for his first marker of 
the campaign, increasing the lead to 4-2 
at 14:08. 

Springfield’s two-goal bubble forced 
Norfolk to take a chance when going on 
a late power play. Admirals head coach 
Trent Yawney pulled Bobkov to create a 6- 
on-4 situation. David Savard pounced on 
an empty-net opportunity moments later, 
pushing in his first goal of the campaign 
to clinch the 5-2 win at 16:59. 

Receiving his first action in three weeks, 
Dainton (1-0-1) allowed only two goals 
on 35 shots. He has permitted just four 
goals on 73 attempts in two appearances 
in 2012-2013. 

Bobkov (3-4-0) set aside 25 of 29 Fal- 
con bids. 

The Falcons have earned points in nine 
of the last 10 games (7-1-0-2) and have 
given their opponents little to work with 
offensively all season. Saturday’s game 
marked the 13th of 14 outings in which 
Springfield limited a foe to two goals or 
less during regulation. The Falcons team 
goals-against average is 1.64, as Spring- 
field gave up just six opposition tallies on 
the three-game road swing this week. 


Falcons handed rare regulation 
defeat by Penguins 


The Falcons succumbed in regulation 
for just the second time in 12 games in 
2012-2013 on Wednesday night at Mo- 
hegan Sun Arena at Casey Plaza, as their 
comeback bid came up short in a 2-1 loss 
to the Wilkes-Barre/Scranton Penguins 
(7-6-0-0). 

The defeat ended Springfield’s three- 
game winning streak and marked the first 
time in eight outings that the Falcons did 
not collect a point. 

After recording shutouts in each of 
their last two games, Springfield carried 
a streak of over 160 minutes without al- 
lowing a goal toward the halfway point 
of Wednesday’s contest. Wilkes-Barre/ 
Scranton’s Beau Bennett snapped the Fal- 
cons’ perfect run, one-timing a Riley Hol- 
zapfel feed in from the left circle at 8:20 
of the second to put the Penguins up, 1-0. 
The Falcons’ shutout streak ended at 166 
minutes and 40 seconds, as Springfield 
relinquished the opening goal for the first 
time since the season debut on Oct. 13 (11 
games) and trailed for the first instance 
since Oct. 27 (six contests). 

Bennett fired in a rebound from the left 
side off a long Holzapfel shot at 15:28 of 
the middle frame, giving the Penguins a 2- 
0 lead and handing the Falcons their first 
multi-goal deficit since Oct. 20 in a 3-1 
loss to Providence (eight games). 

The Falcons tried to chisel into the 
Penguins’ two-goal advantage, pepper- 
ing Wilkes-Barre/Scranton goaltender Jeff 
Zatkoff with 23 shots over the final 40 
minutes after posting only three attempts 
in the initial stanza. Tomas Kubalik re- 
directed a Holden shot into the net from 
the slot with 1:43 remaining in the game, 


narrowing the Penguins’ edge to 2-1. The 
Falcons could draw no closer, however, 
as they experienced their first road loss of 
2012-2013. 

Reigning CCM/AHL Player of the 
Week McElhinney (8-2-1) stopped 30 of 
32 shots, as his personal shutout streak 
ceased at 166 minutes and six seconds. 
Zatkoff (5-5-0) made 26 saves in the win. 

The Falcons return home for “Movem- 
ber Night presented by Baystate Health” 
on Saturday, Nov. 24 against the Man- 
chester Monarchs at 7 p.m.
